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' Just as in Cuba where our Executive De- 


partment played a part in the installation of 
Castro, which resulted in the establishment 
of a Soviet stronghold within bow-and-arrow 
Hlistance of the U.S. A., so in Vietnam we fol- 
lowed a course which resulted in the assas- 
sination of a strong enemy of Marxism, a 
Christian-Viemamese.

Walt Rostow, former policy planner, and
